BRUTALLY ASSAULTED 


Uncle of Victim Committed to Lawrence 2 


Jail Charged With Attack Com- 
mitted Wednesday Morning 

Ashood Khachabonian, a West Andover 
farmer, and partner of Giragos Casperian 
who was clubbed almost to death early 
Wednesday morning, was arraigned in the 
Andover police court Wednesday afternoon 
on a charge of assault with a dangerous 
weapon, and following his plea of not guilty, 
Judge C. J. Stone ordered the case continued 
at the request of the prosecution, pending the 
outcome of Casperian’s injuries. Bail was 
fixed at $500. 

Khachabonian, who is forty-nine years of 
age, an uncle of the victim and part owner 
in the farm where they live, was arrested 
Wednesday afternoon by Chief Smith and 
Motorcycle Officer David Gillespie, and 
charged with the offense. When they called 
at the farm to take him into custody they 
found him calmly tilling the soil a short dis- 
tance from the actual spot where a few hours 
previous he is alleged to have clubbed Cas- 
perian almost to death. 

The officers took Khachabonian to the 
Lawrence General Hospital, and according to 
them Casperian identified him as his assail- 
ant. The prisoner was then placed in the 
Lawrence jail on a complaint of assault 
with a dangerous weapon. To questions 
from the police, who tried to probe the under- 
lying causes for the strange assault, Khacha- 
bonian remained silent and stolidly indiffer- 
ent. 

It was learned, however, upon further 
investigation, that the struggle between 
uncle and nephew Wednesday morning was 
the culmination of a wordy argument on the 
night previous. The cause of this quarrel- 
ing is said to be Khachabonian’s dissatis- 
faction at the profits shown by their farming 
venture. The men called a truce at midnight 
and nothing further happened until morning, 
when Casperian, returning about four o’clock 
after a first start, to lighten his wagon load 
of produce, was set upon by Khachabonian. 

Struck over the head several times by 
some heavy instrument, probably a farm im- 
prelemt, and his right arm broken in warding 
off one of the blows, Casperian, suffering, cut 
and bleeding profusely, crawled to a farm- 
house, said to be about three-quarters of a 
mile away, to get medical attention. In the 
meantime, Kachabonian returned to the 
farm to begin his regular day’s work, and he 
was busily engaged when the officers went 
there to place him under arrest.

Tows Responsibility 


It is instructive to note the gradations of 
esponsib‘lity i a community like Andover. 
At the farthest reir are those who pay n> 
taxes, incur no risks and to whom town ex- 
pen-es are merely a matter of go:sip. They 
rarely or never cast a vote. Nearer the 
“firing line” are the tax payers who have a 
stake in the town’s welfare but who per- 
sonally are shielded from other responsivili- 
ties. No blane can be attached to them for 
neglect of our roads inefficient police or fire 
protection. or lack of edu-ational instruction 
for our children. But on the “firing line” 
are our town officers and our town Boards 
who carry a wearing strain of responsibility. 
These meet night after night for counsel and 
mutual planning and often at an hour when 
the voters of Andover are asleep. On their 
shoulders rests the responsibility of ultimate 
decisions. These decisions expose them to 
the full brunt of blame for all conditions re- 
garded by our people as derogatory to the 
town’s highest welfare. Rarely are their 
labors known, more rarely are they justly 
appraised, and never are they ade uately 
reinforced. 

In war the men at the front occupy the 
post of honor. They are usually picked 
troops, long in training, and led by the most 
seasoned and intrepid generals. This is the 
place where the best soldiers choose to be and 
where they ought to be, notwithstanding the 
fact that they are at “exposwe’s utmost 
limit.”” Between them and the bullet of the 
enemy intervenes no shield. Back of these 
picked troops is the entire army and country 
unitedly and strenuously active in hurrying 
forward reinforcements of men and supplies 
of ammunition, of food, surgeons, nurses, and 
stretchers. 

But peace has its ‘firing line”’ no less than 
does war. Eternal fight is the price of good 
town government. Destructive forces are 
insidiously active and alert among us. 
Every community holds within it elements 
which unchecked would in time undermine 
its most solid masonry. Witness Uklahoma 
as a striking recent illustration. Smug com- 
placency on the pa:t of our town’s, people is 
the best possible soil for the propaganda of 
unthinking but sn.eie fanatis. A town 
must always maintain a firing squéd but this 
body of men should not be le.t unsupported, 
they should feel back of them the st.ong push 
of the entire town. ‘The town’s peop‘e shoula 
familiarize them.elves with their d ffi_ulties, 
share their responsibilit.es, shield them from 
baseless criticism, and proffer them eve-y 
helpful suggestion. Duty well performed by 


them should find a quick, appreciative r- 
sponse. 

Scaling a smoke-\\ reathed ladder in a werk 
of rescue, every intrepid fireman feels th” 
influx of a new courage aid a firmer grij 
upon his resolution when the creers of the 
crowd below break through the smoke and 
heat to his ear. A lonely policera~, b east 
ing the chill of wintcr nights upcn h’s beat on 
Andover Hill or at Shiwshecn Village, will 
feel the glow of a new warmth and a s: nse 0° 
| comrade -hip by some wo:d of appreciat’on by 
his passing belated townsmar. But what 
are the facts? Weare o/ten awakened by the 
fire alarm. We count its strokes, and having 
assured our.elves that our own immed’ate 
neighborhood is unmenaced, we cuddle down 
beneath the bed clo hes and sleep the sleep of 
indifference. The faithful firenan mean- 
while has been fi,hting the fi:e for hours and 
reaches h's bed at ‘three o'clock in the 
morning” covered with soot and physical 
exhausted. We say: ‘He did what he was 
paid to do!” Tiue! But it would have shot a 
ray of cheer into hissoul and better equipped 
him for future fidelity could he be assu:ed of 
the town’s recognition and comn endation o! 
his work. What holds true of the policen an 
and the fireman holds equally true of every 
town servant. How many of us who walk 
or ride along Andover's neatly-swept st eets 
ever stop to thank our street cleaner or the 
men who empty our manhole:? Who 
thanks tho-e who trim and spray our trees, 
or appreie our property, or make out our 
tax bills, or macadamize our streets, or 
teach our boys’ and girls? How many 
visit our schools or speak a kind word of 
approval to our faith/ul teacheis? How 
many know our district nurse personally 
and the amount of wo:k daily crowded upon 
her shoulders? And what shall we say of our 
town treasurer? Every year both the State 
and the town th ust nore and more work 
upon him, He must be on his job by day and 
by night. A fund of i formation must sit in 
waiting upon his to-gue’s end for he knows 
not from what ambush new questions will be 
shot at him; whether from the country lad 
seeking a license p.ep: ratory to wading into 
the untried stream of matrimony, or from a 
newspaper cor.espondent inquiring what 
interest is to be paid on our last town bonds. 
We are inclined to believe that a word of 
appreciation waduld not fail to make less 
galling his yoke of drudgery. At least, it’s 
worth the try. 

Now what about our last meeting? Had 
our moderator and the Board of Selectmen 
failed to be present, a perfect tempest of 
protest would have swept over the town but 
only one out of every twenty-four registered 
voters shared their responsibility at this 
meeting. Yet the tax-y‘eld from over 
$1,000 000 of the town’s valuation was ap- 
propriated for town improvements at that 
time. And where were our women voters 
who have been so keen and vociferous for the

ballot? Only three were preseat. This 
wholesale absentee of voters argues a de- 
plorable indiffe;ence to the vital interests of 
Andover and reveals a glaring recreancy to 
the high trust of c tizenship; it disclo.es a 
wide-spread dispos.tion to push onto the 
backs of our chosen officials all town burde:s. 

In justice to ma1y of the stay-at hon es it 
should be realized that much of this indiffer- 
eace is more apparent than real. Confidence 
in the wise judgment of our leaders rather 
than unwillingness to share their burdens 
absented many from our last town meeting. 
Being in hearty accord with the purpose of 
the meeting and confident that no oppo- 
sition to it would be encountered, they felt 
no urge to attend. But this contidence was 
shared by all — those present as well as those 
absent. But does this confidence in our 
town officials’ judgment justify non-partici- 
pation in town affairs? If so, why ca-ry on 
the farce of popular town government? Why 
not abolish the town meeting as a fossil and 
entrust the administration of our affa‘:s to a 
handful of officials? In the writer's judzment 
it would be a far wiser policy than to main- 
tain a mummied form o: democ acy. 

A marvelous change has sud lenly and 
unexpectedly taken place in the co 1 p'exion 
ofourtown. Newand u®look d for problems 
are by it heaved un over ngl.t. Yo meet 
these problerrs as they a rive and to solve 
them as they shou!d be solved is a task that 
calls loudly for the biggest and b a’niest men 
of our town, me? of vision, of a judicial 
temper and ta‘ned for leade-shir. We 
have such men but can we r a:onably expect 
them to take a place ‘at the front” and 
fight to maintain a hich standard of ‘“‘reyson- 
able economy, stabilization and e qualiza- 
tion” in the exvenditure of the town’s 
money, unbuttressed by the great mass of 
their fellow-citizene, left totally alone on 
the “firing line” naked to the flings and 
arrows of outraved censuri ? 

Isit not a good time to husband some of our 
keen inte-est in the latest bulletin from 
Berlin and confine it to the narrower chan- 
nels of our hore town? Our town officers are 
the keystone in the arch but every voter 
should be a real contributor to its strength.

Memorial Hall Library Enters upon New 
Season of Active Service ~ 


September usually marks the low ebb in 
the circulation of every library, but the 
month just past has seen 2925 volumes 
issued at the Memorial Hall for home use, an 
increase of about 200 over the record for 
September, 1922. At Ballardvale, 587 books 
were issued. The registration has been large. 
Forty-four new borrowers have taken cards 
and begun to use the library. 

The reference work with the schools has 
started, and at times large groups of children 
fill the reading room as they work over their 
lessons. Just as far as space can be made, 
shelves are set aside for the use of special 
teachers. . 

There have been a number of gifts to the 
library during the summer, among them a 
valuable set on Canada and its provinces, 
presented by Mr. Vaughan Jealous. This 
set, in twenty-three volumes, provides a full 
and complete record of the history, and social 
and economic conditions of Canada from its 
settlement to 1920. It is an important ad- 
dition to the resources of the library. 

Frequently during the summer, postal- 
card views come to the library, of library 
buildings in other towns, where Andover 
people are spending their vacations. This 
year, not only postals, but books have been 
sent back by travelers who have bought a 
story to occupy an idle hour and have then 
mailed it to their home library. Some of 
these books came from tourists in England. 

One of the most interesting gifts has been a 
library poster issued by the town of Notting- 
ham, England. A visitor abroad saw this 
poster, and was impressed with the fact that 
its democratic spirit was precisely that of the 
impartial service dered by the Memorial 
Hall Library. She sent to Nottingham, 
bought a copy and brought it across the 
Atlantic as a personal gift to the librarian in 
Andover, Placed on one of the bulletin 
boards, it is attracting interested attention. 
Except for its slightly formal wording, it is 
not at all unlike similar posters which have 
originated in the United States. 

epee effort has been made to secure 
books wanted for the winter’s work by study 
groups in churches and clubs. In view of 
the fact that three churches are studying the 
missions of Japan in connection with social 
and economic conditions in that country, a 
number of books on Japan have been added, 
so as to provide material for all. Books have 
also been purchased for the use of the Tues- 
day Club, and for several departments of the 
November Club.

!-lippancy is all right in its place, but 
a situation which annually means such 
a tremendous money loss, which last 
year caused the death of over 15,000 
people by burning, smothering or being 
crushed to death, a situation which 
destroys homes, ruins business enter- 
prises and cavses much unemployment, 
is no cause for joking. Once a year, an 
effort is made to bring people to a realiz- 
ation of the seriousness of the situation. 
!t should be done every day in the year 
in some way. ‘The loss of lives and of 
property merits a dai y atlention to all 
details which may prevent such loss. 
It is almost impossible to call attention 
to such details every day in the year, 
but it is possible in one short week to 
, x a few fundamental principles of fire 
safe.y firmly enough in our mirds to have 
them stay with us throughout the year. 

First of all, clean property never 
burns. It is not possible to tell ex- 
actly how much loss is caused by ac- 
cumulations of filth and rubbish which 
peculiarly enough always seem to 
gather in the one strategic location for 
the starting of a healthy blaze without 
warning. Cleaning up rubbish not 
only’ lowers the fire hazard of your 
home and office buildings but it make 
healthier places to live in. .

Rally Sunday at South Church 
Rev. William Hazen, American Board 
missionary in Bombay, India, gave three 
addresses at the South church Sunday in 
which he related interesting incidents in 
connection with his work in the Far East. 

At the morning service he said in his ser- 
mon that he considered himself a successor 
to Adoniram Judson and other Andover 
Theological Seminary students who were 
pioneers in the foreign missionary field one 
hundred years ago, as he was now carrying 
on missionary work which they had started 
in India.

to be of marble. The ceiling of the banking 
room will be formed on a graceful curve, 
with the high point 29 feet above the floor, 
and at the window openings penetrations in- 
tersecting the ceiling arch will add beauty to 
the design. The walls to have pilasters and 
arch treatment with moulded and orna- 
mented members, will be made of plaster and 
the whole painted in harmonious colors. 


At the left of the entrance and at the ex- 
treme rear of the main banking room will be 
located an ample space for officers, separated 
from the public space by a low marble rail. 
The wal!s of this space will be panelled in 
mahogany and have a battleship linoleum 
floor. 


Back of the open space for officers are two 
closed-rooms, one for the Treasurer’s office, 
and the other for a consultation room. 


At the rear end of the working space and 
opening into same will be located the 
security vault which will be the last word 
in burglar and fire-proof bank vault con- 
struction. Two large storage vaults will be 
located in the basement. The vault ‘en- 
gineer in charge of this work designed the 
construction for the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Boston, and the equipment in the new 
vaults of the Andover Savings Bank will be 
of the same:type. The materials and con- 
struction are such as to oer the greatest 
resistance to every known method of attack. 
The walls of the main vault are of reinforced 
concrete and steel plates. The walls, doors 
and locks are wired with an electric protec- 
tive system of the best type. Electric 
alarm buttons are installed at other con- 
venient points to provide additional pro- 
tection. 

The importance of the vaults is indicated 
in treatment of the exterior which is de- 
signed to represent Caen stone, surmounted 
by a moulded cornice, above which there is a 
French window opening from the mezzanine 
floor corridor, with decorative finish and 
surmounted by an ornamented clock face 
in full view of the public space. 

At the right of the vault, a special room is 
provided for bookkeeping and adding 
machines, separated from the working space 
by a glazed partition. The ceiling of this 
room is specially treated with sound- 
deadening felts and membrane. All floors of 
the working spaces are covered with battle- 
ap linoleum. 

rovision for a trustees’ room, and com- 
mittee room will be made on the mezzanine 
story over the vaults and executive offices, 
together with a coat room and toilet facilities. 

Stairways at the rear of the building lead 
to the bank portion of the basement, and to 
the mezzanine story. The basement. in- 


ployees, a rest room for women employees, 
and ample storage space in addition to a 
vault lobby and the storage vaults. In an 
entirely separate space, enclosed by fire- 
proof construction, are located the boiler 
room, coal pocket. and electric service room.

Loan Exhibition Stimulates Interest in 
Historical Society 


A frequent question asked members of 
the Historical Society at this time is, ‘How 
much money did vou make as a result of the 
Loan Exhibition?” That the exhibition was 
a success from the standpoint for which it 
was given is evidenced by the great number 
of letters and personal congratulations re- 
ceived by the executive committee, and the 
large attendance of our own citizens and 
people from out of town. The prime motive 
of the exhibition was two-fold: to arouse an 
increased interest in the Historical Society 
in order to enlarge its membership, and to 
show our peovle the vast amount of material 
that is stored away in Andover homes, much 
of which we firnily believe would eventually 
come to the society if proper facilities for 
safe-housing could be provided. 

The Historical Society was incorporated in 
1911, formed for the purpose of preserving 
in a safe and accessible place documents, 
pictures, books, china,;.plate, and other 
articles of local historic interest. It was, 
however, four years later that the formal 
opening of the rooms at 71 Main street took 
place, and now the soeinty has outgrown its 
quarters — and at this time, following its 
exhibit, would seem to be the psychological 
moment to ask for, ndt only an increased 
membership, but subscriptions to aid in 
securing a real homé, a! building of historic 
interest if possible, as a resting-place for its 
exhibits, and a meeting-place for its members. 
The society has already a special bequest of 
two thousand dollars, left by the late Mrs. 
Charles L. Carter, to build a fireproof vault 
as an addition to any building the society 
may secure. 

A timely quotation may well be made at 
this time, from an appeal for funds in 1914: 
“Andover needs a home. for its Historical 
Society. It is one of the earliest settled towns 
in the state, and has always been one of the 
first in public spirit, educational interests, 
and general usefulness. Much has been 
written to preserve its history, but very little 
done to preserve its relics: As time moves 
on, many things of antique value and historic 
interest are lost to the town because the 
Historical Society has no suitable place to 
receive and care for them.” : 

Much might be said in commendation of 
the Loan Exhibition — of the generosity and 
hearty cooperation of those who loined4 
articles not only of sentimental but ittrinsic 
value, of the spirit of neighborliness which 
was evinced by those who attended the tea 
during the afternoon hours, and the pazeant 
in theevenings. Nearly 1000 articles brought 
together for such an occasion must show a 
latent enthusiasm which needs but the 
stimulation of a society home for its practi- 
cal and enduring manifestation. Only those 
who have undertaken and carried out such 
an exhibition can appreciate the great 
amount of wor: and worry entailed, and th: 
financial returns form but a part of the satis- 
factory result obtained by the committee. 

The annual meeting of the society will be 
held this month, due notice of which will be 
given, and it is the hope of the directors that 
a large attendance will manifest an increased 
interest in the society, not only an attendance 
of members, but of those who have not thus 
far affiliated by membership in the society. 
In closing, I desire to thank personally and 
in the name of the Andover Historical 
Society, all those who responded so generous- 
ly to the requests for articles to be shown at 
the Loan Exhibition, and particularly the 
members of the various committees who 
worked so zealously for its success.
